Washington, Nov. 12— Did the 
final tally of votes as recorded in 
Tuesday’s election Justify the pre­ 
election expressions 
of 
doubt? 
W as the election close when the 
possible shift of popular votes is 
taken into consideration? 
An examination of the vote of 
the states shows that if 340,370 
persons in certain places out of 
31,256,154 had 
changed 
their 
minds, 
Herbert 
Hoover 
would 
have been defeated by two elect­ 
oral votes. 
The 
total 
popular 
vote may go up when the exact 
figures are received but the fact 
will remain that less than 350,- 
000 persons— a minority of Just 
slightly more than one per cent of 
all the voters— had the opportun­ 
ity to change the entire face of 
the election. In other words states 
th at 
looked 
“ doubtful” 
were 
merely puzzling because a shift 
of a relatively small number of 
votes would have put them in one 
column or the other. 


Predictions 
Substantiated. 


The trend of the voting made 
practically all 
the 
pre-election 
prophesies 
in 
the 
newspapers 
agree uniformly that Hoover had 
th e better chance but up till the 
close most of the tables carried a 
large number of 
states 
in 
the 
doubtful column, a procedure that 
showed the newspaper writers re­ 
luctant simply to make a guess 
when their judgm ent indicated a 
tru e doubt. 
In these days when a ztate like 
New Ye*#, easts a tot'd vqto of 
4.252,75b. a 
change 
o f 
49,000 
votes would hare wiped 
out 
a 
majority which Hoover received 
of 90,759 in 
New 
York 
state. 
W hen It la considered th a t in the 
selfsame state of New York, a 
democratic governor and a demo­ 
cratic United States senator were 
elected the real closeness of the 
election there can be appreciated. 
The majorities ran from about 
98,848 in Missouri down to 3,304 
in New Mexico and there are 16 
states where a change of a rela­ 
tively small 
num ber 
of 
votes 
would have upset 
the 
Hoover 
landslide of electoral votes and 
given the election to Smith. 
Democratic Successes. 
In eight out of these 16 states, 
the democrats elected 
either a 
governor or a United States sen­ 
ator or democratic delegations to 
the house of representatives. The 
16 states whose electoral votes 
could have shifted 
the 
election 
were New York, Texas, Virginia, 
North Carolina, Florida. Tennes­ 
see, West 
Virginia. 
Nebraska, 
Maryland, iy|ontana, Nevada, New 
Mexico, 
Wisconsin, 
Missouri, 
North Dakota and Delaware. 
Of the foregoing 
group, 
New 
York, Tennessee, Missouri, Mary­ 
land, North Carolina, Wisconsin, 
Nebraska. Nevada and 
Montana 
were 
frequently 
classed 
as 
“ doubtful” and in some pre-elec­ 
tion estimates 
there 
was 
also 
doubt expressed about three oth­ 
ers, Virginia, Texas and Florida, 
representing a total of 161 elect­ 
oral votes. 
The remaining four 
states which had small majorities 
were Delaware, 
North 
Dakota, 
New Mexico and West 
Virginia 
with a total of 
19 
votes, 
and 
while few persons classed these 
states as doubtful there were oth-1 
er states 
like 
New 
Jersey, 
in 
which a change of 149,000 out of 
7.463,422 would have changed 14 
electoral 
votes and 
a 
similar 
change in Minnesota would have 
■Rifted its 12 electoral votes. 
The foregoing analysis reveals 
just why the exact electoral table

Washington, Nov. 12—(IP)—With 
an investigation being made into 
statements by a prospective Juror 
that he had been approached about 
the perjury 
trial of 
Robert W. 
Stewart, chairman of the board of 
the Standard Oil company of Indi­ 
ana, Justice Jennings Bailey today 
ordered the Jury selected to hear 
the case to be locked up for its 
duration. 
This action came at the close of 
the opening session, as Frank J. 
Hogan, chief defense counsel, was 
winding up his opening statement 
to the jury. 
The nine men and 
three women had earlier heard the 
government’s 
case, 
sketched 
by 
Leo A. Rover, district attorney. 
Robert N. Caldwell, the second 
of twenty-eight talesmen examined 
by the court, interrupted the pro­ 
cedure temporarily with a state­ 
ment that a young man had visited 
him at home yesterday and in­ 
quired whether he 
would 
“hold 
out” in the case. He said this visi­ 
tor had given his name as “Mc­ 
Ginnis,” and 
asked 
“if I knew 
Hogan.” 
Juror Excused. 
Prosecution and defease counsel 
conferred at the bench, after which 
Caldwell described the visitor as 
about 21 years old, light complect­ 
ed, and wearing a grey suit. Rover 
said the description tallied with a 
man he had in mind, but during 
lm^hooii recess Caldwell faced toe 
mas add failed to identify him. 
Caldwell, an elderly butter deal­ 
er. asserted outside the court that 
the visitor had wanted to know 
whether he was a Catholic. 
His 
version of the visit received in de­ 
tail by court officers, who said it 
would be investigated thoroughly. 
Caldwell w-as excused from service 
in the case through a peremptory 
challenge by the defense. 
Justice Bailey conducted that ex­ 
amination of prospective 
Jurors. 
All of them denied acquaintance 
with any figures involved in the 
oil scandals, or counsel in trials 
growing out of these, or with wit­ 
nesses in the present case.

Hogan in turn briefly reviewed 
til* leasing of the naval oil re­ 
serves by Albert B. Fall, declaring 
that Stewart had no knowledge of 
or connection with any of these 
transactions. 
He r e c a lle d the de- 
fandant’s appearances before the 
senate committee last winter, and 
declared Stewart had refused to

NEW CABINET 
HAS MEETING 


Poincare’s 
“Armistice” 
Government Prepares 
Declaration 


Paris, Nov. 12— (A*)— Premier 
Poincare’s newly formed “armis­ 
tice cabinet’’ held its first council 
today and prepared the broad out­ 
lines of the ministerial declaration 
which will he read in parliament 
on Thursday. 
The cabinet seems destined to 
have a decisive battle on its hands 
at its very first appearance In the 
chamber. 
Edouard Daladier, who 
is the leader of the irreconcilable 
radical wing, has announced his 
intention to interpellate the pre­ 
mier immediately after the minis­ 
terial declaration has been read 
while Vincent 
Auriol 
also 
lias 
been listed us an interpellator in 
behalf of tin* socialists. 
Meanwhile confidence has been 
restored on the course which was 
hesitating and weak throughout 
the ministerial crisis 
last 
week. 
It opened firm and active today, 
the banks being especially strong. 
The Bank of France gained 1750 
points, the three per cent rents 
went up a franc and twenty coal 
and industrial stocks also showed 
gains. 
Keenest interest is displayed in 
reports that Premier Poincare was 
ready to take an active part in tile 
coming 
reparations 
negotiations 
looking to a revision of tho Dawes 
plan. 
All tile newspapers featur­ 
ed reports that the premier was to 
visit Berlin possibly as a member 
of the committee of experts.

shore stations, garrisons for outly­ 
ing positions, and troops ready for 
use as an expeditionary force.

[ s e v e r a l selections by the Escana­ 
ba high school band, followed by 
ta talk by Dr. Frederick M, Sny­ 
d e r of New York. The Girls’ Glee 
d u b presented a pleasing n u m ­ 
ber, after which Dr. P ittm an de­ 
livered his talk on the subject of 
•‘Attitude, the Chief R equisite” . 
Social changes are th e 
result 
of attitude, he explained. For in­ 
stance, he said, a few years ago 
th e farm ers w ere 
leaving 
the 
fa rm so th a t they m ay enjoy the 
h u stle and bustle of the city, but 
now a change of a ttitu d e has de­ 
veloped which 
is 
sending 
the 
city folk to the country so th at 
th e y may obtain freedom 
from 
th e irksom eness of the city. 
“ T here are countless examples 
•of differences which are only a 
re su lt of a ttitu d e ,” Dr. 
Snyder 
said. "A person cannot play p ia n ° 
because he or she has not 
a s­ 
sum ed the right attitu d e 
tow ard 
long h ours of diligent 
practice 
a t the ru d im en ts of music. 
O th­ 
ers cannot s p e a k 
good 
English 
because they refuse to 
display 
a kindly 
attitu d e 
tow ard 
the 
ru les of gram m ar. 
“ It was not long 
ago. 
that 
m in ister of gospel w ere descrlb 
in g the earth as a vale of tears 
, 
a tem porary 
P u rg ato ry 
one 
m u st endure before entering P ar­ 
adise. Now the conception of life 
is a thing of Joy and opportunity 
for service. It's all a m atter 
of 
attitu d e. 
“ The 
religious 
attitude 
has 
changed also. 
Not long ago, we 
w ere busy trying to m ake M etho­ 
dists, Baptists and others, 
that 
w e forgot how to m ake C hrist­ 
ians. Now all churches recognize 
th e right and privileges of others 
»—a wholesome change. 
“ For 150 years 
in 
American 
politics has been avoiding 
the 
subject of religion. Last sum m er. 
a Catholic was 
nom inated 
and 
th is n aturally 
provided 
discus­ 
sion. which served to 
liberalize 
public opinion. 
The liberals re ­ 
joice in the fact th a t Smith 
re­ 
ceived a larger vote

This 
spirit cannot be found anyw here 
else inthe world. And now th a t 
the question has been 
discussed

has changed, Dr. Snyder said, in 
calling atten tio n to the fact th a t 
in the past th a t every school his­ 
tory was m ainly m agnifying 
of 
th e heroes of war. 
M onum ents 
were erected to soldier heroes, he 
said but with th e last world w ar 
th e attitu d e has changed and to­ 
day we have no outstanding hero 
of th a t conflict. 
“ Last Tuesday, we honored the 
real hero of the W orld W ar, and 
he was not a m ilitary 
figure,” 
Mr. Snyder declared. “ He was a 
great h u m a n ita ria n , 
who 
took 
no p art in the fighting but 
di 
rected the w ork of feeding the 
starved people of th e war-ridden 
countries— H erb ert Hoover.” 
Our attitu d e tow ard education 
has changed, th e speaker said. He 
told of how in his youth boy and 
girls rebelled a t the thought of 
going to school, b u t 
now 
that 
children are eager to start their 
first day of school because

th e enjoym ent th ere is in

for them . 
A teacher needs to 
have the rig h t attitude

day in the United States because 
folks failed in m ost cases to take 
proper steps for prevention. 
“The m ost deadly three-letter 
word that ever appeared 
in 
a 
headline w as the word given to 
describe the greatest 
m essenger 
of death in all time. A word that 
describes the direct 
catastrophe 
that has ever befallen 
m ankind 
so far as secular history records. 
The ‘flu* Is the name given 
to 
this disaster. 
If people would 
keep ahead of such a 
headline 
they m ust sustain the 
instru­ 
m entalities for promoting public 
health. 
. 
Crime Not Overpowered 
“W e can help to prevent war 
headlines by thinking in 
term s 
of the 
entire 
human 
fam ily. 
Peace can be had. Peace is and 
wars are m anufactured. Truth is 
and lies are m anufactured. 
“We m ust approve the 
peace 
pacts and all agencies that 
up­ 
build good w ill and 
cooperative 
action. Crime news is not upper­ 
m ost in the press of the nation. 
The m ost w idely 
used 
headline 
everyday has to do with govern­ 
m ent as

through politics. Crime is lim it­ 
ed to ten per cent of all space.

•To Ocean Flights 


Horta, Azores (TP)--The rower- 
ing shadow of a hoodoo seems to 
hover over these Portuguese 
is­ 
lands. 
The 
Inhabitants 
themselves 
have come to believe the Azores 
unlucky as a result of the succes­ 
sion of disasters which have be­ 
fallen 
every 
airplane 
which 
sought to use these cakes of land 
in the Atlantic as a halfway stop­ 
ping point 
in 
flights 
between 
Europe and America. 
Despite the great future pre­ 
dicted for the Azores as an avia­ 
tion base, the harbor at Horta, 
Fay a1, has Been tragedy succeed 
tragedy since the first plane visit­ 
ed it last year. 
The 
Junker 
and 
Helnkel 
planes, De Plnedo, 
Ruth 
Elder, 
Courtney, Lieutenant Paris, have 
all been names of failure, acci­ 
dent, injury or loss of aircraft. 
Some of the planes 
have 
been 
damaged or forced to alight on 
the ocean before arrival and have 
had to be towed Into the harbor. 
Others 
have 
been 
disabled 
through attempts to rise In the 
Pico-Fayal channel and have been 
eventually 
shipped 
home. 
Still 
others have risen only to fall In­ 
to the Atlantic without complet­ 
ing their journeys. Horta has be­ 
come a bench on which crippled 
airmen and airplanes can rest. 
Captain Courtney, the British 
flyer, seemed the most likely to 
succeed In his flight in that he 
landed here with plane unhurt 
except for a broken blade in the 
wind-driven 
generator 
of 
the 
wireless apparatus. 
The 
blade 
was repaired and Courtney set 
out. 
But the hoodoo of the Az­ 
ores followed him out over the 
Atlantic and he failed. 
The inhabitants of this insular 
group explain the misfortunes in 
their own naive way. The Azores 
have been Portuguese for exactly 
IOO years, and the Azorians say 
that only a Portuguese 
aviator 


will be able to overcome the hoo­ 
doo. 
In the meantime, however, they 
have lost their faith in the pos­ 
sibilities of the Azores as a future 
integral part of trans-Atlantic air 
travel. The Azores, with their to­ 
tal area of 922 square miles, are 
830 miles from the nearest point 
in Europe, Cape da Roca, Portu 
gal, and 1,000 miles 
from 
the 
nearest American headland. They 
furnish an excellent 
harbor 
for 
seaplanes and have possible land­ 
ing fields for airplanes.
